Receipts  15  Years  Ago 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —(BP)— If  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptists  contribute  as  much  ai 
$514,000  to  the  Cooperative  Program 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  December,  the  year’s  receipts  will 
have  averaged  over  a  half-million  dol¬ 
lars  monthly. 

Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall,  executive  sec¬ 
retary,  held  1948’s  possible  $500,000 
monthly  average  up  as  a  worthy  ob¬ 
jective— a  monthly  average,  In  fact, 
equal  to  the ‘full  year’s  receipts  in 
1933. 

Cooperative  Program  (undeslgnat- 
ed)  receipts  through  November  hav« 
totalled  $5.486.261  08.  Dr.  McCall  said. 
Total  receipts  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  eleven  months,  both 
designated  and  undesignated,  were 
$8492.693.60,  an  Increase  of  $1,421.- 
075.93  over  the  same  period  last  year.

There  is  the  long 
afternoon  and  evening,  spent  in 
being  togetlier  in  happy  family  as¬ 
sociation.  The  familiar  Christmas 
customs  are  an  important  part  of 
the  life  of  every  family,  and  the 
fondest  memories  that  many  of  us 
have  are  the  memories  of  lovely 
Christmas  days  once  s|>ent  at  home 
Atith  those  we  loved  and  from 
sibme  of  whom  we  have  been  sepa- 
rvted  |)erliaps  for  long,  long  years. 
Brery  Christian  family  in  its  ob-, 
serrance  of  Christmas  Day  should 
be  sure  that  there  Is  one  family  ex¬ 
perience  which  is  not  omitted  on 
that  day,  and  that  is  the  experience 
of  a  period  of  family  worship.  If 
thae  is  any  time  in^  all  the  year 
mdien  family  worship  is  appro¬ 
priate,  it  is  upon 'Christmas  Day. 
The  family  Christmas  worsliip  ser¬ 
vice  should  be  planne<l  with  pro¬ 
per  yiought  and  care.  One  of  the 
lovelier  times  of  the  <lay  for  such 
a  service  is  the  early  evening,  as 
the  dark  begins  to  settle  down  and 
the  lights  are  low  and  the  Christ- 
mns  Day  draws  to  its  close.  Then 
the  family  may  well  come  together 


for  a  little  season  of  quiet  and 
spiritual  fellowship  with  each  ^ 
other,  and  with  the  L<wrd  Jesus 
Christ.  It  is  a  lovely  thing  for  a 
family  to  gatlier  around  on  Christ¬ 
mas  evening  and  to  light  the 
Christmas  candles  for  its  family 
worship  serv-ice.  Of  all  the  year, 
Christmas  is  the  time  wlien  the 
family  should  sing  together  some 
of  the  lovely  Christmas  carols 
such  as  “Silent  Night”  or  “O  Uttle 
Town  of  Bethlehem”  or  ‘Hark! 
The  Herald  Angels  Sing.’  ’One  of 
the  children  of  the  family  should 
be  asked  to  read  again  the  old 
familiar  story  of  the  bicih  of  the 
Christ  child.  The  Christmas  story 
carries  us  back  across  tl»e  years  to 
ancien  Bethlehem  and  reminds 
us  that  if  we  are  to  have  a  liappy 
and  peaceful  world  today,  we  must 
make  central  in  the  life  of  the 
world  tliat  which  Bethlehem  of 
the  long  ago  symbolizes.  One  of 
the  family  may  be  asked 
to  lead  in  a  brief  s  i  ni  p_l  e 
prayer  of  gratitude  for  Clirist. 
GodS  gift  to  tlie  world  at  Christ¬ 
mas,  and  for  tjie  family  itself.  It 
would  be  a  lovely  thing  for  the 
members  of  the  family  to  hold 
hands  as  they  sit  quietly  together 
and  each  member  of  the  circle  of¬ 
fer  a  prayer.  In  such  a  setting  even 
small  children  will  pray.  To  bring 
the  service  to  a  close  the  whole 
family  might  say  together  the 
words  of  Tiny  Tim,  “Cod  bless 
us  every  one.” 

As  the  days  of  the  year  go  on, 
all  of  us  find  ourselves  looking 
forward  to  Christmas  and  laying 
our  plans  therefore.  As  far  as  we 
can,  we  ought  to'plan  to  have  a 
happy  Christinas  together  as  fami¬ 
lies  ,to  exclwmge  such  gifts  as  we 
mav  reasonably  afford,  to  know 
the. joy  of  family  fellowship.  Above 
1  all,  we  ought  not  to  let  the  Christ- 
'  mas  day  pass  without  being  sure 
tliat  our  family  in  its  own  way 
‘  honors  the  Christ  whose  birthday 
we  celebrate  at  this  glad  time.

A  Great  State  Mission 
Program 


The  Convention  Board,  at  its  re¬ 
cent  annual  session  in  Jackson,  set 
forth  a  challenging  Slate  Mission 
Program  for  Mississippi  Ba'ptists.  ‘ 

In  order  that  all  may  thoroughly 
understand  the  meaning  of  the 
great  program  adopted,  we  explain 
below  the  budget  and  allocations, 
item  by  item,  except  a  few  that  are 
self-explanatory.  The  complete 
budget  and  Board  proceedings  ap¬ 
peared  in  last  week’s  issue. 

The  ten  thousand  dollars  made 
available  for  church  buildings  at 
Newton,  Hattiesburg,  Clinton  and 
Blue  Mountain,  although  more 
than  is  usually  allocated  to  a  sin¬ 
gle  church,  was  in  recognition  of 
the  fact  that  students  from  all  over 
Mississippi  attend  these  schools 


and  providing  church  space  for 
them  is  a  slate-wide  responsibility 
ami  not  a  local  one. 

Associational  Missionaries  $21,- 
000.  Tliis  money  is  used  to  supple¬ 
ment  the  salaries  of  Associational 
Missionaries  in  associations  that 
liave  a  missionury.  Grants  were 
made  to  26  counties.  But  only  23 
missionaries  are  involved,  as  in 
three  ca.ses  two  counties  will  work 
togetlier. 

Church  Buildings  Evangelism, 
$25,00.  Tills  money  is  use<l  to 
aid  churches  in  erecting  houses  of 
worship. 

Negro  Work  $13,500.  Most  of 
this  is  user!  for  the  negro  semi¬ 
naries  locateil  at  Jackson,  Hatties¬ 
burg,  Prentiss,  Greenville,  Ix^xing- 
ton,  Imlianola,  Sardis  and  Magno¬ 
lia.  These  seminaries  are  lielping 
negro  preachers  belter  prejiarc 
Uiemsilves  for  pastoral  servk*e. 

Indian  Work  $4,000.  This  money 
is  useil  to  help  tlie  Indians  in  all 
phases  of  their  work. 

BJ^.U.  Campus  Work  $13,000. 
This  is  to  supiKirt  B.S.C.  secre¬ 
taries  at  the  various  s  c  h  d  o  1  s 
through  the  state. 

B.S.U.  Department  $6,000.  This 
iiioiwy  is  for  the  work  of  the 
State  B.  S.  C.  Deiiartment  under 
the  direction  of  State  B.S.U.  Sec- 
relar>-  Charle  W.  Horner.

The  Mission  Study  Chairman  and 
her  committee  will  be  responsible  for 
making  the  whole  plan  clear  and  chal¬ 
lenging  to  the  members  of  W.  M.  U. 
organizations.  Guidance  In  fnifiliing 
this  duty  can  be  found  in  the  W.  M.  U.

(Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Stu¬ 
dent  work.  Church  Architecture, 
Church  Music,  Church  Library  Ser¬ 
vice,  Visual  Education  Service,  and 
the  Survey,  Statistics,  and  Informa¬ 
tion  Departments);  Division  of  Edi¬ 
torial  Service;  and  the  Divl^on  of 
Business  Management;  as  well  as  the 
office  of  the  ExecuUve  SecreUry- 
Treasurer. 

Allocations  to  the  21  cooperating 
State  Conventions  totaled  $278,650  for 
aid  in  carrying  on  Sunday  School, 
Training  Union,  FtpUst  Student  Un-  * 
ion.  and  Department  of  Church  Music 
work.  Thd  amounts  to  the  various 
states  were  subject  to  revision  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  proportion  of  the 
work  carried  on.  The  Mtasiasippi  Bap¬ 
tist  ConveBtian  BMird  will  receive 
$15,604,  an  increase  of  $1,544  over  last 
year. 

Special  allocations  for  Associational 
work,  free  literature,  Ridgecrest,  Va¬ 
cation  Bible  School  leadership  promo¬ 
tion.  and  Statewide  clinics  totaled 
$139,000. 

So  much  of  importance  was  report¬ 
ed  that  It  Is  impossible  to  cover  all 
the  phases,  of  the  work,  but  It  is  more 
evident  than  ever  that  the  tempo  of 
Southern  Baptist  life  can  be  accurate-, 
ly  guaged  through  the  Sunday  School 

for  preachers  who  l»ave  not  had 
the  advantage  of  a  college  and 
seminary  education.  But  all 
are  welcome.  The  money  is 
used  to  lielp  on  the  preacher’s  ex¬ 
penses  and  to  pay  small  honariums 
to  the  faculty.

And  even 
though  some  pastors  and  some 
churches  may  not  believe  In  the  BSU 
way  of  ministering  to  fcollege  students, 
that  does  not  release  those  pastors 
and  those  churches  from  their  obli¬ 
gation  to  the  students. 

Friends,  our  college  students  are  im¬ 
portant.  We  believe  they  are  the  motst 
important  group  of  people  in  this 
world  because  out  of  their  ranks  is 
coming  most  of  our  leadership.  Do 
we  care?  Do  all  of  us  care  whether  our 
future  leadership  is  pagan  or  Chris¬ 
tian?  Do  you,  college  preacher?  Do 
you,  college  church?  What  are  you 
doing  for  our  college  students  now? 
Nothing,  or  virtually  nothing?  Are 
you  doing  what  you  could  and  should? 


WHAT  OF  OUR  STUDENTS? 

Can  you  think  of  a  more  Important 
single  group  of  people  in  the  world 
than  our  present  day  college  students? 
Authoritative  statistics  prove  that  out 
of  this  group  is  coming  and  will  come 
most  of  our  leadership  In  every  walk 
of  life.  Can  you  think  of  anything  this 
world  is  more  lacking  in  and  needs 
more  than  a  competent,  a  Christian 
leadership  in  politics,  in  government, 
in  the  professions,  in  business,  on  the 
farm,  in  the  shop,  everywhere?

South  McComb  Notes 
Goins  During  1948 

New  lO-Room  Annex  Occupied 


The  week  of  December  5  a  most  ef¬ 
fective  Sunday  School  Enlargement 
Campaign  was  led  by  Paul  Boothe,  of 
the  State  Sunday  School  Department. 
In  the  South  McComb  Church. 

On  DMember  12  the  Sunday  School 
moved  into  its  new  annex,  a  10-room 
building  adjoining  the  church  audi¬ 
torium.  This  $15,000  project  was  com¬ 
pletely  paid  for  when  one  of  the  mem¬ 


bers.  Hosea  Magee,  loaned  the  church 
$4,500,  which  is  payable  to  him  In  2 
years. 

Other  accomplishments  since  the 
first  of  the  year  include  a  $7,145  reno¬ 
vation  on  the  auditorium:  an  In¬ 
crease  from  110  In  Sunday  School  at¬ 
tendance  to  264,  with  an  enrollment 
of  408  ;  60  additions  to  the  church,  23 
of  which  were  on  profession  of  faith, 
and  about  25  losses  by  death  or  letter. 

Pastor  James  A.  Bryant  says  the 
fellowship  and  vision  of  the  church 
are  of  the  highest  New  Testament 
pattern.
